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MOUNTING  FOR  FIRE  EXTINGUISHER

In  order  to  place  fire  extinguishers,  in  Garages  and  Oil  Storage 
Houses,  vdiere  they  might  be  available  at  all  times,  this  method  was  con- 
ceived: 


•nie  holder  when  opened  from  the  outside  is  so  constructed  to  pre- 
vent anyone  from  gaining  access  to  the  building  and  also  to  act  as  a 
fire  stop  or  draft  stop. 

As  a further  safety  measure,  this  holder  may  be  covered  with  a 
li^t  wei^t  sheet  iron,  or  tin  thus  making  it  fire  resistant. 

A glass  cover  is  placed  over  the  turn  buckle  to  prevent  removal 
from  the  outside,  except  in  emergencies.
